MUNICIPAL BY-LAWS 


THE CORPORATION OF THE DIS- 
TRICT OF NORTH COWICHAN 








By-law No. 958 





A By-law to Provide for the Widening 
and Improving of River Road, a 
Public Highway within the Munici- 
pality of North Cowichan, and for 
Such Purpose to Expropriate Real 
Property. 


THE Municipal Council of The Corpo- 
ration of the District of North Cowichan 
in open meeting assembled enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

1. For the purpose of widening and 
improving River Road, the parcels of real 
property adjacent thereto as shown out- 
lined in red on a plan prepared by Ber- 
nard White, B.C.L.S., sworn the 21st day 
of October, 1963 (a copy of which plan 
is attached hereto), are hereby expropri- 
ated and shall be entered upon, taken, 
and used by The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of North Cowichan for the purpose 
aforesaid upon this by-law taking effect 
pursuant to the provisions of section 511 
of the Municipal Act, being chapter 255, 
R.S.B.C. 1960. 

2. The expropriation hereby made is in 
aid of widening and improving the said 
public highway, and any compensation 
and damages payable in respect thereof 
and otherwise consequent upon the pass- 
ing of the by-law shall be chargeable to 
and payable out of the general funds of 
The Corporation of the District of North 
Cowichan. 

3. Any real property injuriously af- 
fected by the carrying-out of the work of 
widening and improving the aforemen- 
tioned part of River Road and the expro- 
priation therefor may be entered upon by 
the workmen and employees of The Cor- 
poration of the District of North Cow- 
ichan or by any contractors employed by 
the Corporation to carry out the works, 
and they are hereby authorized so to 
enter in order to execute any works of 
construction, maintenance, or repair in 
mitigation of injury done or apprehended 
or in mitigation of compensation claim- 
able by reason of or through the carry- 
ing-out of the works authorized. 

4. This by-law may be cited as the 
fe Road Expropriation By-law, 
1963.”

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: ; 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be ap- 
pended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act is 
proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 


the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

4. To amend section 239 by adding as

“(2) Where all or part of the moneys 
required to be levied and raised in any 
year under subsection (1) have been pro- 
vided in advance in accordance with sec- 
tions 262 and 2474, or either section, then 
the moneys so provided need not be levied 
and raised in that year.” 

5. To enact section 245A, to authorize 
Council to expend funds for the purpose 
of informing the electors with respect to 
a question submitted under section 184 
or section 245, or in respect of a money 
by-law.
